WORK AT COAL MINES,

A Delegation of Twenty-Five Women
Marching to the Parliament
Ballding«— A Life of Deadgery,

Among the thousand and one strange,
nubque and interesting sights that majy
be foen in the streets of the mvtrn;mli‘n
of the English Empire from time to time
none hns atireted more universal atten
tion than that of the cirlonsly-clad dele-
gation of “Pit-Brow women'' that passed
up. the fashionable promenades to Parlia-
ment buildings w short time sines, bent,
not on sentiment nor sepgation, hut on
brewd and  business —an - everyday strog
gle for un honest existonce, of which
thoir slmost musculine costume is only
illustrative dnd n component part grow
ing outof the exigencies of their tiil, for
whith they are thankful and by no means
rl-ilnr-u—ih]r-. writes Charlfes E. Kineaid
from Lancashire, England, to the Louis-
ville Lrmen,

These women, married or single, to
thie numbier of ten thousand, work at the
ovorground openings of the conl mines,
und hence their designation of *‘pt-
brow."  They are modtly scen in the
“black district” or coal region of Eng
lund, und Lancashire claims the  largest
shiare,

When the “*pit-brow women” got wind
of this merciless measure pendiog before
Parlimment, which was to throw them
upon the cold charity of the world, they
organized an intelligont, good-looking

When the
witer holls and the sonp is disolyed, add
two tublespooniuls and n half of kerosone
oil. It will immedintely unite with the
soap, nud, if you linve besn exact with
the amount of each, there will be no oil
on the top of the water, Now put the
clennest piooes, like table-¢loths and nap:
kins, without provious sonking or wet-
ting, lopsely into the water, 1o not pat
ton many picoes in ot s time.  Baoil hard
for ton minutes, then rinse through two
woters nnd hiang out to dry,  Put more
pieces inthe same boiler,  Examine the
articles of clothing after they arm taken
pitt, wnd, if not too roughly clennsed, put
them back in the boiler for another ten
minutes, or else rub Nghtly,
If the washing is very large, there
should bea renewal of the soap and oll,
but for an ordinary washing onoe is
anough,  Iooan hour and ahalf the work
is all done for a family of six persons,
The clothes are white ns stow, and there
is not the wear and tenr of clothing by
rubbing: above all, there is not the wear
